fcaaic line of work. 
Mills and fur- 


naces have ' been operating, in fact, 
pn half-time. 


On the other hand, shipments of 


Iron ore down the Great Lakes, bound 
for the steel mills eventually, con- 
tinued on a big scale during May. 
The total for the month was nearly 
«,600,000 tons. And that was almost 
as much as in May of last year. 


From the opening of Great Lakes 


navigation this spring, up to the first 
of June, iron ore shipments were 
over half a million tons ahead of the 
corresponding period of 1923. 


AH this plainly means that the iron 


and steel leaders expect the slacken- 
ing of business to last for only a 
short time. 
Ore is not mined and 


shipped on a huse scale unless buy- 
er* are reasonably sure of orders that 
will enable them to get their money 
out of the ore they have bought, with- 
out waiting any length of time. 


Producers don't buy raw materials 


in large lots if if they think a long 
Stretch of dull business is ahead. 


Steel leaders with few exceptions 


say they see no reason for current 
dull times, and they expect early re- 
covery- 


Another rainbow in the iron and 


•teel industry is this: 
Mill and fur- 


nace production dropped from ca- 
pacity or full-time operations to half- 
time in 60 days. By all past experi- 
ence, such a swift drop means that 
the reaction will be an equally fast 
recovery to full-time work. The time 
to worry is when business gradually 
•lumps for month after month, slow- 
ly going to pieces. 
Such a condition 


is apt to last a long time.

•Ible for infection through bathing to 
cause more typhoid than is thought. 
In at least one bathing beach 
In 
Washington an attempt is made to 
make the water safe. The sewage of 
Washington is discharged into the Po- 
tomac river two and a half milts be- 
tow^xhe city. The public bathing 
beach Is located in Tidal basin, which 
Is in Potomac park. There 1« a lake 
of 110 acres, nine feet deep and con- 
taining 300,000,000 gallons of water. It 
connects with the Potomac and by 
reason of the tidal flow about one- 
third of its wajter is changed daily. 
Though the water is clear and pretty 
analysis show it contains considerable 
percentages of sewage and it ha* high 
bacterial counts. 
To purify the water in this lake. 
Majs. Baker and McNab of the United 
States army rigged up a navy motor- 
boat with a four cylinder gasoline 
motor which pujmps water through a 
chlorine mixer and discharges it into 
the lake. This boat plies In the lake 
dairy, beginning one hour before the 
beach is thrown open to the public. 
Six to eight hundred pounds of liquid 
chlorine is mixed with the lake wat«*r 
daily. This amount does not cause the 
water to be irritatins or otherwise 
harmful. 
It 
reduces the bacterial 
content of the water from 175.00* to 
100. The water is made safe at. a 
cost of about $50 a day.
